According to ANANICHEV they planned within the next 8 years or so to establish 
in the Soviet Union about 230 schools for education in management.

19^5*i9^9 B, lectured at Lvov Universit 
and was quite familiar with Ukrainian affairs. B.was interested in some spedali 
zed literary stuff. The conversation was politically of little interest. 
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
